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INTRODUCTION. 


THE object of the present Catalogue has been to give a 
complete list of the specimens of Lepidopterous Insects con- 
tained in the collection of the British Museum, indicating at 
the same time the peculiarities of each, as regards variation 
of character, locality, and the source from whence it has been 
derived. With this view, the different individuals of each 
species contained in the collection are indicated by the letters 
a, b, ¢, &c., following the name of the species and its syno- 
- nymes, and the description, if it appeared to have been before 


undescribed.

Fore wings hardly con- 
vex along the costa, rounded at the tips, very oblique along the ex- 
terior border ; first and second inferior veins almost contiguous at 
the base ; third near the second and about thrice further from the 
fourth.

The few species of this genus differ much from each other in 
the length of the palpi, in the antenne and in other characters, but 
have great general mutual resemblance, and are therefore not 
divided from the genus of the typical species C. ligniperda.
